Hen 
hare been slopped and robbed in the 
purlieu* of the city, within hail and night 
of a dor.cn passer* by. Debauchery and 
drunken net* are running riot through our 
itreetn. impunity removing all restraint : 
whilst drunkenness is so com- 
mon a." scarcely to bring f-r«!i a 
remark. But besides all this, we have 
diggers infuriated with drink, dashing 
madly on horseback through the streets, 
endangering the Urea ol all humble pe- 
destrians. What the end of all this will 
he, I know not; the Oovernment are 
sitting down quietly in the midst of it, 
fancying that they hare done enough by 
sending Mr. Barrow over (o Van Die.

Ws have received Adelaide papers to the Ivth 
ultimo, being eight days later than our pre- 
vious nles. 

Th* search for gold mniinued to be pursued 
with great avidity ; and to encourage and in- 
cite the prospecting parties, Btr Htssjrr Voung. 
at the request of the Legislative Council, hstl 
issued th* following procltmstion on the Ifitb 
uliiroo: — 

"The I jeu tenant- Oovernor, with the advice 
of the Executive Council, directs it to ba noti- 
Hed that, to any person or perscrrm who shall 
first discover a profitable Uold Field, and 
make known and describe to the Colonial Uo- 
vernment the site and limits of th* tract of 
land comprised in his or their discovery, then 
shall be paid the sum of Cms Thousand 
Pounds, pruvidtd the moseys rreeired for 
lisevuKS issued for working the tsid trset of 
land bs equal to that amount : and provided 
always, tbst there shall hare been proved, to 
the satiafaelioo tit the I, vat Government, that 
then has been bona fide raised and produced 
from the said tract or field, within two months 
nf the date of the issue of the uid licenses, an 
amount of Ould equal in value to not less than 
Ten Thouaand Pound*." 

Mr. U. A. Anatey had been appointed ■ 
non -elective member of Council, in the plane 
of Msjor Camphtl', who waa appointed Spe- 
cial Magistrate st Kooring* and Clare. Sir 
Henry Young's Private Secretary waa gaaelled 
aa Clerk of the Executive Council. 

The second reading of the Educational nil] 
had peaked the Council without * dissentient 
voice, and had made grssl progress in Com- 
mittee. It appear* to have given much satis- 
faction to all sections of nligionists. 

Cspsaio Start's Pension Bill had patted 
through all its slsget with the cordial and una- 
nimous concurrence of the Council, The pen- 
sion was fised at C Ada per annum. 

A series of resolutions deprecating the re- 
currence of trsaspnrtstirni in any sbspe what- 
ever to any part of the Australian colonies was 
moved by Mr, lisle, and carried unanimously.

public meeting wet held on lbs lith, at the 
Victoria Theatre. Adelaide, to take the 
subject into consideration. The StLBriff pre- 
aided, and upwards of lortO people were pre- 
sent. The following resolutions war* carried 
by acclamation : ^ 

That this meeting deeply regreti the ne- 
cessity which haa induced His Excellency the 
Lieutenant- Governor to withdraw the Loan 
Bill lately Introduced into the Legislative 
Council. 

*! That this meeting highly disapproves of 
the condnct of theno members of r 
tive Council who voted again! 
Bill. 

11 That in ervntsquenee of a majority of elec- 
tive members having voted against the Loan 
Hill, thia meeting is of opinion that Lhey can,

Kmigrstion Commissioners for the purpose of 
being spplied to tile provision of steerage pss. 
ssgss to this colony f ji their friends or relsuvee 
« others. In Sydney sueh sums will he 
received at the Treasury, where they can be 
paid in at any time during law usual office 
hours. 

H, The Clerks of Petty Session* on receiving 
say sums under this notioe, will enter in the 
printed form annexed (Schedule A) the name 
and address of the depositor, the name, agu, 
calling, and residence of the person ot persona 
in th* United Kingdom fur whose benefit the

THE '■ HOO-CROr- OF OHIO. 
Thi following deacription of what it cilled 
o the hog-crop"" of Ohio, u given by Froffticr 
Johnion in hi* interesting volume*, " Note* on

" The hogs are allowed to run in the Woodl, 
ind feed on the tcomt, ftc., til) five or six 
weeks before killing time, (rlth or LOth Novem- 
ber^, and arc then turned into the Indian-corn 
fields, to fatten them and harden their Both. 
They are uiually from 11 lo 1 Ft months old 
when they are killed; and the longer they 
have been in the com fields, the better to the 
pork. Tbe packing busuitil of Ohio a» this 
lucally namcdj has been gradually concen- 
trating itteif in Cincinnati!, where, in the 
winter or 1M47 and IBtH, about 410,000 hoga 
were told, killed, ind packed. Thi blood it 
culleetcd in Usnki, and with the liair, hoofb, 
and other ofliil, ii sold lo the pruasiate>of- 
piitash m an ufac lories. The circuit it cured 
either into barrelled pork or into bacon and 
hamt, and the grease rendered into ltrd of 
various qualiiiLt. Some establishments cure 
the hams, and ifter cutting up the rest of th* 
cereals, steam it in large vat*, under a pres- 
sure of TOlba, to the squire inch, and thus re- 
duce the whole to i pulp, bnncs and all, and 
draw ohT the fat.

I( is a painfully impart ant 
fact, too, that (his description of preserved 
meat formed a large proportion of the provi- 
stona supplied to the exploring ships under 
Sir John jWiilin, and other r easels wfiieh h*vt 
been tent at various times on distant service:— 
the parUet summoned were Captain Bit W. 8. 
Pstry, tupcrihtcfldeat of Clarence Yard, and 
Mr. Joseph Pinhom, storekeeper of the yard ; 
the charge bring for public nuisance arising from 
an sec- urn illation at the above establishment (of 
which they were described in the complaint as 
the occupiers) of putrid and decayed meat 
The bench, sfter some consideration, gave it s* 
(heir decision that sa it vrould be injurious to 
Ike pubh'e health to open all the rsnisten, and 
all must be opened to make the examination 
eDective, they fell called on to decline making 
the order sought for ; but they expressed their 
opinion that the nuisance ought to be removed 
by Government.
